* ©ommissioner Homan to think seriously of 
taking the necessary 9 tionary measures 
to prevent the spread of isease on this 
side ofthe river. Thet lepts, Arthur 
Sykes, aged 82 nd Patrick Ball, aged 22 
who were sent to Quarantine Station last 
night must necessartiy have come in con- 
tact with a dumber of people on their trip 
from the ferry tothe City Dispensary. For- 
tunately they did not enter % is pensary. 
as they were intercepted by L. Moore, 
one of the Emergency Ambulance physi- 
cians, who was standing in the hallway at 
the time walting for Dr, Priest. 

Noticing the eruption on their faces Dr. 
Moore questioned them. Learning they came 
from Madison he took them to a side room 
where he and Dr. Priest examined them and 
pronounced them both cases of varioloid. 
They were at once shipped to quarantine in 
anambulanee. Last night Dr. Homan and 
Dr. Priest visited Madison and saw Dr. Gray- 
son, the City Physician, who assured them 
thet he was no} responsible, the two men 
coming to St. Louis, ashe Bed not heard of

4 SAID TOUREE SENT THEM. 

The men had claimed that the Mayor of 
Madison told them to go to St. Louis and 
apply af the City Dispensary, for treatment. 

Dr. Grayson further informed Dr. Homan 
that the men came froma boarding house in 
Madison kept by Jerry Coffey, where there 
were alsoa young man and young womaa 
down with the disease. 

The place Was visited andit was learned 
that there were twenty-four boarders in the 
house and that young Newton Grady, who 
was sent to quarantine a wéek ago, had 
slept in the house one night. Dr. Grayson 
explained that Madison had no fa: 

‘ctiities for handling small-pox cases 
and urgel Pr Woman to lock efter 
those already +@eveloped at Quarantine 
Station, In view of the fact that 


#0 many St. Louisans are daily visiting the 
races at Madison Dr. tioman consented to 
this temporary arrangement. On te other 
band, Coffey’s boarding-louse is to be made 
the temporary pest-house at \:adison, where 
All newly diecovered cases will at once be 
taken. In speaking of the subject this 
morning, Dr. Noman said he thought 
matters had reacked such a point 
that stringent measures might have to be 
adopted. Under the City ordinance the 
Jiealth Commissioner is empowered with 
the approval of the Board of Health to es- 
tablish a quarantine against all persons and 
goods coming from adtson in the event of 
an epidemic being threatened. 

There is no way of ascertaining to what ex- 
tent the disease is prevalent at adison, as 
these patients who are at quarantine have 
been infected with the disease for the past 
week and have been circulating freely about 
the town and the race track. 

There may be scores of others who hare 
Ccaueht tne infection, and Dr. Homan will 
confer with the Mayorastothe propriety of 
establishing some kind of quarantine regula- 
tions, or at least induce the Madison author- 
ities to close the race track fora week or 
two, until the proper sanitary measures are 
taken. 

MAYOR YTOURER'S STATEMENT. 

Mayor C. S. Youree of Madison called at the 
Post-DisraTcu office this afternoon to cor- 
rect certain reports that have been circulated 
as to the prevalence of small- pox 


in Madison. Mayor Youree, who is 
a tphysician, states that the first ap- 
pearance of anything resemb!ing small-pox 
was in the family of a milkman named 
Cowan, about four weeks ago. That wasa 
case of Varioloid, and Mayor Youree wanted 
to quarantine it then, but two other phy- 
siciaas decided that it was hot small-pox. 
‘the case recovered. 

the next case was that of the young 
jockey, Grady, who was stricken at Madison 
race track, aud was refused adinission to the 
Edwardsville hospital and was brought back 
to Madison. Mayor Youwree was pre- 
paring quarantine accommodations for 
Grady on Gabaret Island when 
through the influence of his employer, Mr. 
Geo, Grassmuck, the patient was sent 
for from St. Louis and was ad- 
mitted to the St. Louis quarantine 
hospital. The next cases heard of, and 
which conclude the list, so faras Dr. Youree 
is able to aseertaln, are those ofthe young 
man and young woman in Jerry Coffey’s 
boarding- house. The patients have 
Deen isolated, and the house 
placed under strict quarantine 
guard by “ayor Youree’s orders. The form 
‘of the diseuse is varioloi4d and the patients 
are doing well, one of them being under Dr. 
Youree’s care. 

As to the two other cases, of Sykes and 
Rall, reported as having been sent from 
Madison to the Sst. Louls Quarantine 
posplital by order of Mayor Youree, 
the latter states that he has no 
knowledge of those cases, official or other- 
wise, and had nothing to do with the for- 
warding of any persons, whatever, to 
the st. Louls Quarantine. <As far as 
he has been able to ascertain, from 
oficial and professional examinations, the 
four cases referred to—all of which were of 
variolold form—constitute the limit ot the 
Gisease at the present time. 

Dr. Youree alterward admitted in con- 
‘versation with Dr. Hough of the oity Dis- 
etd that he had constituted the Coffey 

riing-house a pest hospital and that he 
would send them any further cases that ap- 

rod in the town. He also stated 
hat he would send his own 
family away from Madison, 
bat would remain behind to practice and to 
take such furtuer measures in his capacity as 
Mayor as might seem to be necessary, 

At p. m. no quarentine§ prociamation 
auainset the town of Madison had been de- 
claread dy the st. Louis Health Depart- 
ment, but the attitude of Drs. 
Homan and Priest in view of the 
result of their personal investigations was 
extremely favorable tu such a promulgation.

Mephistopheles bad never been rehearsed by 
these two singers, and that over its produc- 
tion there had been a personal dificuity in 
which two gentlemen came to blows, a 
weapon was drawn, and a generally exciting 
time had. . 

At the final rehearsal of the company at 
the Germania last Saturday nighta quarrel 
and personal encounter between Mr. ©. 1. 
Wippern, the Mephistopheles of .the 
cast and Mr. Heinsohn, the husband of 
Mme. Heinsohn the stage manager of 
the production, relieved the monotony 
of the evening’s proceedings, to a 
very considerable extent and also entitled 
the Gilbert Opera company to rank with 
professional grand opera companies the 
world over in thus having sensational trou- 
ble within its own ranks ..with.which 
startie and interest the gencral public.

complimented for her thoroughand careful 
work in the role. Mr. Wippern’s Mephis- 
topheles was a painstaking study, and that 
gentieman has a good voice for the 
part, but it lacks cultivation and 
correctness.

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WASHINGTON, D. O., April 25.—The strong 
hand of the national Government at last nas 
been extended to check the career of the 
Coxeyites who stol Northern Pacific train 
at Butte, Mont. , rte eust ward. The 
Government no will a walt upon the 
tardy movements of State officials, and to- 
day Col. Swaine, no ie in command of the 
Department of Dakota in the absence in 
Europe of Gen. Merritt, was instructed by 
telegraph to use the United States troops to 
ntercept the mob and restore the rallroad’s 
property. ’ 

This action foflowa clos® upon Attorney- 
General Olney’s telegram of instruction to 
United States Marshal Bede at St. Paul. 
There is no legal aifficulty in the way of 
governmental action at this stage, as the 
railroad property is now io the hands of the 
United States Courts, acting through a re- 
ceiver, and the Presid@ht may move at onee 
upon the representations of the United 
States judicial om There are sufficient 
forces of United State oops at St. Paul and 
Bismarck, onthe line eastward of the train 
selzers, and it is expected they will be stop- 
ped at one of these points. 

It can no longer be denied that the peculiar 
movement now in progress throughout the 
West has aroused the apprehension of the 
national authorities. As long as the numer- 
ous ‘‘armies’’ and other organizations con- 
auoted themselves in a peaceable and law. 
abiding ‘fashion there was no disposition to 
interfere with them, but as the character 
of the agitators is revealed by such 
acts as the seizure of trains and 
other lawless doings it is made evident 
to the officers of the Government that they 
no longer can stop at a policy of non-inter- 
ference. Further tresspass upon vested 
rights and good order of the community 
probably will be severely repressed 
whenever by violation of United States laws 
the National Government finds itself justified 
in acting. 

Mr. Boen’s resolution to allow Coxey’s army 
the use of Government reservations and 
United States army tents has deen referred 
tothe Military Committee, where it is likely 
toremain. There will be a committee meet- 
ing on Friday, but itis doubtful whether the 
resolution will be acted on oreven consid- 
ered. This willbe the last meeting before 
the army is scheduled to arrive.

Officials of the Northern Pacific have given 
orders toclear the track, as they are help- 
less. The traiu is making good time, and 
will reach here this evening if nocalamity is 
met with. 

When the seventy-five deputies, reached 
Columbus and discovered the 500 Coxeyites. 
whoare mostly hardy miners, reckless of 
consequences and determined to proceed, 
they found their authority was little re- 
garded. as their force was insufficient. 

Tne Northern Pacific officials were advised 
of the situation and they ordered that no 
attempt be made to stop the train at Colum- 
bus, and it again started for there, coming 
this way. 

During the early morning General Manager 
Kendrick of the Northern Pacific was clos- 
eted with Col. Swaine, commanding this de- 
partment of the United States army, and it 
was decided to attempt to stop them and 
seize the men before reaching Miles City. 

Fort Keogh is near that city, and the troops 
were ordered to seize the train on its arrival 
there. 

The orders to the troops at Fort Keogh 
said nothing about firing on the train and it 
was not thought such action would be neces- 
sary. A special train was ordered to be held 
in readiness at Fort Keogh and in case the 
Uoxeyite train ran straight through not- 
3 possible obDstructions, the spe- 
cial, with a force of troops, would follow and 
arrest the Hogan army at the first oppor- 
tunity. 

Running at twenty-five miles an hour, as 
they weret when last reported, the Hogan 
train would not reach Fort Keogh until 6 
o’clock to-night, but if they increased. their 
speed, as they did coming over the moun- 
tains, they might reach there sooner. They 
replaced their formerengine at Livingston 
with the best one to be had in the round- 


house, 


KELLYITES AT ATLANTIC, 
ATLANTIC, Io., April 26.—Temporary peace 
reigned at the Fair Grounds to-day where 
the contending factiens of Kelly’s industrial 
army were camped. Therevolution of yes- 
terday which separated the San Francisco 
and Sacramento divisions and elevated Col. 
Spead to the generalship of the latter. was 
one topic of conversation in the camp, and 
the bitter feeling among the Men was as ap- 
parent as it was yesterday. 

Kelly and his 800 people occupied the center 
of the Fair Grounds, while Spead with his 300 
surrounded their camp- res in a distant cor - 
ner. An attempt to patch up peace was 
made, but Kelly absolutely refused to recog- 
nize his recaicitrant officer. The latter 
again asserted that he would maren to Wash. 
ington with Kelly’s column, but would hold 
no communication witn the General. The 
Sacramento men, while in the minority,were 
determined and seemingly anxious for a test 

istrength and power with the Kellyites. 

Both leaders were Kept Dusy to-day pre- 
venting personal conflicts between tile men 
of the divisions, and Kelly expressed his fear 
that the men would get beyond his control 
and precipitate a general gut. 

The extra deputies sworn in yesterday 
mingled with the men all day and a reserve 
force of thirty men was kept in readiness for 
action Inthe town. The townspeopie wore 
liberal with their gifts of provisions. 

A rumor that an attempt toas 
Kelly was to be made was circulated last 
night, but proved to be without foundation. 
The men to-day, tn the intervals of their dis- 
cussions of the mutiny, washed their clothes 
and Dusied themselves with preparations for 
the long march to Des Moines, which will be- 
gin to-morrow morning. 

Kelly addressed the townspeople and suc- 

od in arousing considerabie enth 
in his large audience. The Mayor of the town 
ordered that the army be Kept in the Fair 
Ground, and the few men who escaped the 
sentinels were promptly placed under arrest.

the policeman, who kept a watchfsl ere 
upon them, as if they were prized offenders. 
The clatter of the wagon and the @tmos. 
phere of notoriety and curiosity which 
always envelops it in public 
attracted a crowd, and as it drew way for 
the Four Courts the boy prisoners BDlushed 
for shame and hid their faces, for their friends 
and peilghbors and even some relatives 
were among those who witnessed their dis- 
grace.

INDIABAPOLIS, Ind., April 25.—The Repuab- 
lican State Convention opened here to-day, 
and although most of the delegates were 
up all Bight Working fr their favorite can- 
Gidates, they were sustained by enthusiasm 
and showed’ no signs of fatigue. It is 
the largest convention ever held in Indiana 
and 2,715 Gelegates fMlled the lower floor of 
Tomlinson Hall.

The gallery on 
the right was reserved for the ladies and 
there were hundreds of them present. The 
left galleries were occupied dy the general 
public, and when the convention was callea 
to order there Were 6,000 people present. 

State CBairmas Gowdy was at the head - 
quarters in the Dennison House early and 
was besieged by ticket seekers. The Chair- 
man was nuadie to furnish any, however, as 
the last ticket was given ont last night. The 
hall was elaborately decorated. 

A picture Of ex-President Harrison, 10x6 in 
size, was suspended immediately above the 
Chairman’s desk. Pictures of Blame, the 
late Gov. Morton, Gov. McKinley, Garfield, 
fAncoln and Grant also adorned the walls. 
Great bands of tri-colored bunting crossed 
and recrossed the hall and-the general effect 


was by far most pleasing. . 
At 9 o’clovk the doors were opened and the 


arduous labors of the corps of sergeants-at- 
arms began. The delegates were seated by 
districts and it was nearly 10-o’clock before 
they were properly arranged. The stage 
was decorated with ret, white and 


blue streamers and on-the front of the pre 
siding officer’s chair was a huge glided 
eagie. At 9:30 a Dand located in the left 
gallery and just. over the stage struck up a 
series of popular and national airs and 
thereafter outbursts of applause were 
frequent until the convention was formally 
called to order by State Chairman Gowdy 
at 10 o'clock.

FECT OF TARIFF LEGISLATION. 


Readers and Voters of the District Realize 
the Importance of the Issue—The Can- 
wees Has Been Made bry Both Sides 
on Nations Political Lines—The W- 
son Bill and Income Tex on Trial. 


Brom a Staff Correspondent of the Post-Dispateh. 

Haut ron, 0. , April . — The election of a 
Congressman to fill the place left vacant by 
the death of Mr. George W. Houck will be 
held on Tuesday next, May 1, and is one of 
the fhottest and most interesting contests 
ever known in the political history of Onio. 

While in itself the election of oné member 
more or less to a congress overwhelmingly 
Democratic is without importance, there isa 
Significance in this Third Ohio District 
struggle, which goes far beyond its surface 
indications. In the first place 
the contest turns clearly, dis- 
tinctly and solely on the tariff. 
In all tne documents that have been sent out 
by the Democratic committee the arguments 
made have been uponthe Wilson bias it 
Came from the House, tncome tax and all, 
and a general deprecation of the Senate’s 
delay in making ita law. Rarely, if ever, 
was there a campaign fought out on both 
sides so purely on abstract questions. 

THE PEOPLE UNDERSTAND THE IS8UE. 

The Post-DisPatcn staff correspondent 
has talked with the leaders of both parties, 
anditisvery plain that the votersof the 
district fully realize the national character 
of the contest. 

If the Democrats are successfui the victory 
wlll mean that in one of the largest manu- 
facturing and agricultural districts the farm- 
ers and the mechanics approve the policy of 
tariff! which the Wilson bill represents. On 
the other hand a victory for the Republicans 
would be far reaching in its effect, as a con- 
firmation of the assertion that the recent 
political upheavals have their origin in aver- 
sion to the attitude on the tariff question to 
which the Democracy by its action and its 
inaction stands committed, and the result 
willlargely indicate the probable political 
complexion of the next Congress to be 
elected in November. 

OLD CONDITIONS CHANGED. 

In ordinary conditions a vote for Congress 
man in such a rock-ribbed fastness of 
Democracy as the Third Ohio District would 
be quite without interest. The question of

wages. Butthe Democratic candidate has 
by no means confined hies mixing to the 
shops and factories. Hehas penetrated the 
— region as well. Probably before the 
com paign is over he will have visited nearly 
every townshipand crossroads in the ds 
trict. Here, too, he makes a good impres- 
sion, particularly, of course, among the 
German farmers, of whom there are Saree 
numbers in the district. 


ON THE REPUBLICAN GIDE. 

Inthe routine the Republicans are con- 
ducting a similar still-hunt. Maj. Rath- 
bone is an exceedingly dificult gentleman 
to lay your finger upon. It keeps the 


boys in the opposite camp busy trying to 
keeptrack of him. His large experience in 
the secret service helps him out all ttie in 
velling his designs in mystery. But one thing 
is evident, and that is that in the point of 
Organization the Republicans are woefully 
behind their adversaries, and another thine 
that is pretty sure is that Republican money 
up to the present time at least, has not been 
plentiful. Maj. Dick, chairman of the Re- 
publican State Executive Committee, arrived 
here from the Kast yesterday and since he 
came there has been a more cheerful and 
hopeful look in Republican eyes which is not 
without significance. 

From the bexinning of thecanvass to the 
present moment there has been a freedom 
from personaliiies that in view of the earn- 
estness on both sides is at once surprising 
andrefreshing. The slightest tendency on 
the part of ardent Democrats to attack Maj. 
Rathbone personally has been sat down 
upon with emphasis by Mr. Sorg and the 
same may be said for the other side. 


CHICAGO GAS TRUST. 


The Long Expected Struggle Between It 
and the State Has Begun. 


CI, III. . April 25.—The long expected 
struggle between the State of Illinois and the 
Chicago Gas Trust began yesterday 
Cook County Circuit Court. Atty.-Gen. 
Maloney, two able assistant Attorney-Gen- 
erals and a number of the most brilliant law 
yers of Chicago, representing property own- 
ers, will prosecute the quo warranto pro- 
ceedings. 

Theend in view is the revocation of the 
charter ofthe Gas Trust. Then would the 
valuable franchises that have meant s0 
much on "Change for many years, become 
worthless. 

Shortly after 3o’clock yesterday the filing 
of the petition of the Attorney-General 
for permission to institute proceedings quo 
warranto became known. The effect onthe 
stock exchange was thus deferred for one 


day. The interest onthe street and in com- 
mercial circles was intense. The Attorney 
General’s office was besieged for informa- 
tion. 

The petition recites the organization of the 
various companies composing the trust and 
continues: 

It is further charged in a verified petition, sup- 
ported by affidavits and other documentary evi- 
dence, that these feur corperations are in a trust; 
that all of said corporations have practicaily a com- 
mon Beard ef Directors; that is to say, ali, or mostly 
all, of the Directors are in one or the other of the 
oonstituent corporations, and lu some instanees that 
the entire body of Directors of one cempany ronsti- 
tutes, with a few additions. the Board ef Directors 
ofanother; thatevery act of the constituent cor- 
porations indicates a ecommon understanding and 
cemmon purpose. 

That the same hand and head, or hands and heads, 
direct every mevement of these artificial beings, 
and that the direction istoward a common end and 
indicates a common @rigin, a common purpose, a 
combination for furtherfng their own interests; that 
competition, or any incentive toward cempetition, 
between them is entirely destroyed. The promoters 
or organizers of this echeme obtained the possession 
and ownership of the st.ck ef the four constituent 
corporations to the extent already mentioned; that 
is, they ownea 292,611 of the 299. 308 shares issued 
and sold by them. 

That all of this stock, as fast as obtained, was can- 
ceied by these four corporations, and new steck for 
anequal or like amount issued directly to the Chi- 
cago Gas Trust Co. 

Fuat in July, 1887, the Chicago Gas Light and 
Coke Co., being desirous ef obtaining money for the 
purpose, as alleged, of extending its werks and en- 
larging ite business of maneatacturing aud selling 
gas. issued, or proposed to issue, its bonds to the 
amount of $10,000,000, and to seeure the pay- 
ment of the game, executed asd delivered « 
mortgage deed on ite entire property aud plant to 
the Fidelity Ineuranee amd Safe Deposit Co of 
Philadelphia. Those bonds were made payabie at 
the Central Trust Co. of New York. In addition to 
the mortgage security just referred to, the Chicago 
Gas Trust Co. executed and @riivered in October, 
1887, atrustdeed to the Fidelity Insurance, Trust 
and Late Deposit Co., and in ad by that trust deed 
pledged all the steek held by these constituent sor- 
porations for the payment of the bonded indebied- 
ners of the Chieago Gas Light and Coke Co. 

That subsequently the Hon. George H. Hunt, the 
Attorney-General of this State, instituted quo wer- 
ranto proceedings against the Chicago Gas Trust 
o, and finally obtained a judgment ef ouster 
acainst saidcompany, which said judgment meant 
that gald corporation, so far as it was organized to 
purehase stock in other corporations, was illegal, 
and to that extent it could got and should not have 
been organized under ourlews. So far as that pur- 
pese is concerned, that @orporation taen died. Is 
should never have beea bora. 

After stating that all these companies were 
absorbed by the Fidelity insurance, Trust 
and Safe Deposit Co. of Philadelphia, the pe- 
tition further charges: 

That this Philadelphia corporation votes all those 
shares of stock ef the constituent cerporations, and 
elected the iNrectors of each of them as well as the 
other three corporations aiready spoken of. 

That she stock stands in the Books of these dif- 
ferent companiesin thegname of this Joreign corpo- 
ration, by whom it is voted, as already stated. 

That the dividendsearned by said Corporations. 
while they are declared in Chicage by each corpera- 
tion, are inalumpsum forwaraced to the Fidelity 
Insurance, Trust and Safe Deposit Co. of Philade!- 
phia, or so mach of itesiteppears entitled to from 
the books of the different companies, to be by it di- 
vided, net in eaecordance withor in proportion to 
what each company bas earned and its steckholders 
would erdimariiy be entitied to, bat ie divided up 
between the certificate hoiders ef the Philadeiphia 
corporation as ifall sach mouey eawe from one com 
mon souree. 

That, im addition, the Chieaco Gaslight and Coxe 
Co. heads end owns the stock of the Suburban Gas 
Co.,; that it stands ina * name of one,

They have 
retained Judge Knickerbocker, Luther Laflin 
Mills, Col. John S. Cooper and ex-City: At- 
torney Henry to commence sults in equity for 
the purpose of testing the legality of the 
contract between the city and the Gas Trust. 
Mr. Rubens will furnish his opinion in writ- 
Ing next Monday evening to the Common 
Councll. Atty.-Gen. Maloney expects to 
end the proceedings in three months,

SHE RAISED A ROW. 


Mrs. Mayme Roberts Creates a Scene 
in a Fashionable Neighborhood. 


HER HUNT FOR HER HUSBAND BESULTS 
IN HII BRING ARRESTED. 


Put Out of Dr. Charles Watkins’ Resi- 
deneoe on Account of Her Conduct She 
Is Alleged to Have Drawn a Revol- 
ver—An Exciting Episode. 


The residents ofthe quiet and rather bon- 
ton neighborhood of Compton avenue and 
Morgan street were roused from their slum- 
bers about 10:45 last Sunday night by a series 
of plercing screams. Hastily throwing up 
their front windows they looked out 
and saw a handsome, flaxen- 
haired and rather stylishly dressed woman 
struggling with two men on the front steps 
of No. 3126 Morgan street, apparently for the 
possession ofa pistol, and yelling at the top 
ot her voice. The woman was Mrs. Mayme 
Roberts of No. 6 South Twenty-first street, 
wife of W. I.. * Roberts, the official pro- 
grammer at the East Side track. One of 
the men was Dr. Charles H. Watkins, 
a young dentist whose mother has a select 
boarding-house at that number, and the 
other man wasa cab-driver whose hack was 
standing in the street. 

WHAT BROUGHT HER THERE. 

The cabman had driven Mrs. Roberts from 
her Twenty-first street home to Mrs. Wat. 
kins’ residence in search of her hus- 
band. Mr. and Mrs. Roberts have been sepa- 
rated for about two years, and although 
he came to see her occasionally she evi- 
dently did not know where he lived. As she 
had not seep him for seven weeks last Sun 
day she became rather anxious to see him. 
She had heard that he was boarding at No. 
8126 Morgan street and sent a note out there 
Sunday afternooh by a messenger boy. The 


boy returned without an answer,although the 
message had been taken and receipted for. 
So she decided to go call on him Sunday night 
anyhow. About 10 o’clock she went to Mrs, 
Watkins’ house in a hack and rapped on the 
door. Mrs. Watkins, who Rad already re- 
tired, heard the rapping and aris- 
ing looked out the front window and 
asked her caller what was wanted. 
She said she wanted to see Mr. Roberts. 
Mrs. Watkins objected to having visitors call 
at that hour, but finally let Mrs. Roberts in, 
Then she became so noisy, Mrs. Watkins 
says, that sbe put her out. She got in the 
cab and went away, but returned in 
about three-quarters of an hour. Then, 
Mrs. Watkins says, the cabDman rang the bell 
and her son, Charles, went to the door. As 
he did so, she states, the woman sprang up 
and pointed a pistol at him. Then he grabbed 
herand with the cabman’s assistance, she 
says, took the revolver away. 
HAD HER ARRESTED. 

The doctor then ordered her to leave, but 
instead she became more angry and began to 
heap abuse on him ina very loud voice. This 
attracted quite a crowa and he went for a 


policeman. He found Officer Kling, who ar- 
rested her and took herto the Third District 
Station in the carriage,not however untilshe 
had run up and down the sidewalk and 
caused quite ascene. She hada pocket book 
containing $33.56 when arrested. Mrs.

ORGANIZATION FORMED. 


The Law and Order League Selects 
Officers and Adopts a Constitution. 


140 initial meeting of the new Law and 
Order League was held last evening at Chats- 
worth Hall, on Seventeenth and Olive 
streets. 

Rev. F. G. Tyrrell called the meeting to 
order and, in a few words stated its pur- 
pose and objects. The league was to be 
formed to eradicate and suppress vice in the 
City of St. Louis. 

George W. Parker was elected President 
and E. H. Kellar Secretary. On the plat- 
form during the meeting were Hon. Nathan 
Cole, Rev. John Matthews, D. R. Wolfe, Rev. 
John W. Ashwood, Rev. W. B. Young, Rev. 
M. Rhodes, Rev. B. Fullerton, Rev. R. O. 


Fleming and T. E. Udell. 

Mayor Walbdridge and others sent in letters 
of regret saying they were unable to attend. 

As soon as some committees were appoint- 
ed the airing of views was taken up. Mr. 
Nathan Cole was not over hopeful, bat said 
the Key to the situation was the ballot-box at 
the primaries. Dr. Mathews believed in the 
scheme, and painted future events in glow- 
ingterms. He confessed never having voted 
at primary elections, as did Mur. Cole. Then 
they both resolved to do so at the 
next election, Only about one-third 
of the audience, however, would promise 
todothis. Police Commissioner John A. Lee 
who had modestly taken a seat at the ex- 
treme rear of the hall, was called upon, and 
after telling the audience what the standing 
of St. Louis was as a well-governed city he 
advised them not to mix law and religion. 

The Committee on Constitution, consist- 
or R. J. Fleming, J. F. Cole and Hamlin Rus- 
sell, made a report which embodied the 
fundamental laws of the league.

Rutledge. 

The oMeers and committeemen will hold 
another meeting shortly. 

Police Commissioner John A. Lee, in dis- 
cussing his speech, said: ‘*The sentiments I 
expressed were my honest convictions. I 
was invited to the meeting but did not arrive 
there until nearly 9 o’clock and did not hear 
the purposes of the organization set forth 
and may therefore have diverged in my talk 
— the precise line of the announced plat- 

orm. 

**Being invited to speak I followed my usu- 
al course and spoke my honest convictions. I 
stated that statistics would show that St. 
Louis to-day was comparatively one of the 
best governed cities in America, and that is 
the absolute truth. The government of the 

is by no meang perfect, but it is 
improving. As a Democrat I 
somewhat chagrined and reluctant 
to edmit that Mayor Walbridge is mak- 
ing an excellent record as Mayor and 
if he don’t make some mistakes pretty soon, 
—— Will be a hard man for us to defeat next

**Tbere has during the past year been a re- 
markable freedom in St. Louis from lawless- 
ness; no riots, no insurrectionary strikes, 
no anarchistic strength has ever become 
established here, and the city has been kept 
comparatively free from criminality.

**I Delleve that the Law and Order League 
is susceptible of great good, con- 
ducted wisely, conservatively and upon 
the lines that the officers whose 
duty itisto enforce the law are as honest 
and capable as other people and predisposed 
to do their duty. Ido not Delieve in the. I- 
am-holier-than-thou’.position in a move- 
mentofthis kind. If anything 1s to de ac- 
complished the ministers and the rabbis and 
the priests must come down from their pul- 
pits and stand — the broad platform of 
the unassuming citizen and layman, and act 
not upon theories, but upon facts and condi- 
tions as they actually exist, and not as they 
are supposed theoretically to exist. 

1 understand from newspaper articies 
that the organizers of the League have ascer- 
tained that we have in St. Louis 5,000 har- 
lots and have decided that they nrust be sup- 
pressed. New York City has 60,000 and Chi- 
cago has 40,000, sol am rellably informed. 1 
wanted some of the gentiemen to tell me 
whattodo with this portion of our popula- 
tion if the Police Department should eject 
them and drive them out of their 
accustomed localities and houses. What 
respectable woman of St. Louis would 
takethem bythe hand and raise them up 
from the pavement? What member ofthe 
League would give thememployment? Keg- 
ulatlon in such matters is everything, pre- 
vention is impossible and total suspension 
impracticable. That sin and crime has existed 
since the world was founded and will last as 
long as woman is weak and man is by public 
opinion not equally condemned with woman.

Conditions as Sumarized bythe Secretary 
ot the Horticultural Society. 


WerEsTPorT, Mo., April 25.—L. A. Goodman, 
Secretary of thetMissouri Horticultural So- 
clety, has received reports from every sec- 
tion of the State in regard to the condition 
of the fruit. From these reports he bases 
the following conclusions: The apple crop 
will be much greater that even the most san- 
guine expected. Many of the early blooming 
varieties have been badly killed, but even on 
these trees there were some dormant buds 
that are now openingand promise a part ofa 
crop. The late blooming varieties are not 
injured at all, while the middle-class of 
bloomers are only slightly injured. 

Many orchards have been thinned by the 
frost just enough to have the apples mature 
in sige and quality to their best, and the re- 
sult is a decided betterment of the crop. 
Pears will be a light crop. Plums are 
mostly destroyed in the southern part of the 
State, buta faircropis coming in the north 
ern counties. The cherry crop is partly in- 
jured, but there will bea fair yield through- 
out the State. 

_ The peach cropis an entire failure in all 
parts of the State, with the exception of now 
and then a tree on very favorable location in 
the southern part of the State. 

Grapes suffered the least of — unless it 
be the strawberry where well covered. 
Nearly all locations will have a crop of 
grapes, anditis only the warmer locations 
that have suffered. 

The blackberry not having started prom- 
ises a very full crop. 

The raspberry, starting early as it does, 
was caught very badly. Many places the in- 
jury is severe, while only a very few loca- 
— escaped. The raspberry crop will be 
small. 

The strawberry crop, where protected and 
the mulch not removed, will be very good 
indeed, but where the mulch had been taken 
gg frost destroyed many of the fruit 

uds. 

The dry weather last summer injured the 
strawberry and raspberry plantations very 
badly also, s0 we may be sure we will have 
no big crop of berries this year here.
